pretenſes of Duty. It is hope of preferment, that begers 
in moſt Children this Shady Semblance of Obedience. 
Take away this Hope, and you ſhall finde an icy Zeale. 
Broad-(pred Sycamonrs, all tor Shadow ; none for Fruit. 
Were it not thenjuſt, forParents to adoptStrangers their 
Heyres, ſecing thoſe who ſhould be their Lineall Heyres,, 
make themſelves ſuch Strangers totheir cares ? Bur the 
heart.of a Farher is of a more waxen and indulgent tem- 
per - ſo blind has affetion made him, as He gene- 
rally valges thoſe moſt , whoſe aQions deſerve leaſt. 
Theſe hetenderly huggs, who would follow his Hearſe 
with dry eyes : and who in the height of his extreames, 
will _ Prey on him, then Pray for him. So apt is 
Nsture to deprave judgement: and to play the Impoſtor 
with her Maltiplying Glaſſe ; preſenting.more comforts 
in the worſt, then can poſſibly appeare inthe beſt. When 
affeQion has forfeited her diſcretion, 'and loſt the eyes 
of her judgement by miſtakes, Vertues ſeeme Vices : 
and Vices Vertues. It were wiſdome then for Natwre 
to ſuſpend hereyes: and to fixe them with an imparti- 
all reflexe both on merit and immerit. This will beget 
that emulation in goodnefſe, which Children before 
knew not, at leaſt purſude not, becauſe they were by 


their Parents undiſtinguiſhed or unrewarded. But little 
| C2 need 
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need weto preſſe this Argument : Experience tells yeu 
whom I ſhould admoniſh; that a Father is more ready 
to give,then a Child to requite. Be it your care to retcine, 
in this my laſt Farewe#, theſe finall Direftions ; which 
may prove as yſecfull to you, as any Portion I can be- 
queath you. 

Your youth inform'd me, that your Diſþoſitions were 
different ; which caus'd me to beſtow you leverall waics. 
For Ph,loſophy had told me, and Experience taught me, 
that Nature could not be forc'd. Yet have highly tax'd 
my 1ndnlgence tor giving {luch way to the freedome of 
youth. Some of you pretendedfor Armes;others for Arts. 
You, who were for Armes had got.ſach a Sarfer of the 
Schoole, as your Plea was incapacity to your Booke, by 
reaſon of your want of memory, or impregnancy, or 
ſome other innate defeR. So as, your defire was to in-

He, whoin 
his Study gives more care to the houre, then thoſe lines 
he readcs; mult give me leave to hold him ſuch a profi- 
cient,as He is rather to be accounted aTruant then a Stu- 
dent. Make every Evening, an Accomptant of the fore- 
ſpens day. Your age is notto be reckoned by yeares but 
houres:Many are young in houres, who are old in yearcs. 
Bcſtow your time in Learning to your profit : but in- 
tertaine ſuch humility in your improvement, as with mo- 
aefly to acknowledge it. The Zone where you live admits 
no Solſtice:your Academick Stndies hold correſpondence 


with 
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with no St4t:0n. You muſt cither be Proficients or De- 
ficients, In one word, make God the Beginning and 
Ending of all your Labours - and then with a cheerfull 
Evening will He crown all your Endeavours. 

Now to you, my Davghters,whoſe choiſeſt Conſorts 
ſhould be Modeſty, Humility and pious Induſtry ; 
though your 249ther were taken from you, before She 
could well informe. you + or your ſelves capable of 
what She might recommend- unto you ; yet are you 
ſupplyecd in her want, by One; who, chough 4 Step- 
Mother, (a Name imploying an harſh Nature) yer be her 
wy ſo imirable, that if you walke in them, they may 
ſufhcienely enable you by Herexample. Doe not then 
4 over Her with an awleſle reverence : But obſerve 
her Direions as uſefull Leſſons, for the knowledge of 
your Selves:and performance of thoſe Officers, wherein 
you ſtand obliged to God and the- World. I ſhall be 
ſparing in ſpeaking much to you, being fo confident of 
Her care with whom you are - and to whoſe Education 
and Tuition next under God, I commend you , as She 
will never deſert you, unleſle you deſert your ſelves,
